Abdicated Russian Ruler’s
Pennsy Stock Worth at
Least That Much

Nicholas Romanoff, former Czar of All
the Russins, and still the world's richest
man, owns at least $60.000,000 worth of
Pennsylvania Railroad stock.

Thie huge holding i® not in the name of
Nicholas, but is hejd for him by his Amer-
ican bankers. That it is not held abroad is
apparent, as the books of the railroad com-
pany show only 281,816 shares of a total of
0,085,314 shares outstanding, that are held
abroad. The total value of the forelgn-held
stock, therefore, at 360 per value, is only
about $11.000,000. .

It is & rule of the Pennsyivania Rail-
road to keep seécret the names of itg ine
dividual stockholders. Access to the stock
books can be had only upon order of the
Interstate Commerce Commission, the Pub-
lie Bervice Commission or similar author-
ity. It is, therefore, impossible lo trace
the ownership of the ex-Uzar's stock, and
it I8 considered doubtful if even the rail-
road management kuows for whom nom-
inal owners of the securities are holding
them.
